The Sac State Theatre Arts department may be 
the first non-professional company to do “Man of 
La Mancha,” but you can’t tell it by their 
performance. 

Ken DeGusta is so convincingly decrepit as 
Quixote that it seems wrong for him to come 
bounding down the stairs at curtain call. Though 
his voice was a little weak at the beginning of his 
songs, DeGusta overcomes this to give a sensitive 
interpretation of that most magnificent lunatic, 
Don Quixote de La Mancha. 

Rebecca Schleicher’s sensual interpretation of 
Aldonza, who Quixote’s fevered mind sees as his 
Dulcinea, is backed up by a surprisingly good 
voice. In the play Aldonza makes an abrupt 
about-face in the way she views life. Ms. Schleicher 
makes it completely believable. 

The real prize, however, is Peter Milne’s 
portrayal of Quixote’s manservant, Sancho, who 
becomes so befuddled by his master’s peculiar way 
of seeing things that he has to beg in his high 
pitched voice, “If your grace would just give me a 
hint.” This high pitched voice, traditional with 
Sancho, could be a hindrance to the performer. 
Milne seems not to be troubled by it. He not only 
talks but sings in clear high tones. 

Elizabettianne Bettencourt was frightful as the 
housekeeper (but that’s okay, she’s supposed to 
be). Not frightful, however, were the set and the 
costumes which she designed and built as her 
master’s project. They were delightful. 

A beautiful picture, such as the one created by 
the performance, can be, if not ruined, at least 
impaired by an unattractive frame. Despite the 
almost human efforts of the SSC Little Theatre to 
spoil the performance, “Man of La Mancha” met 
with success and a standing ovation when it 
opened on Friday 

Primary in complaints about the Little Theatre’s 
part in the performance is the fact that a chilly 
uraft intermittently gusted through the audience. 
It’s every gust was met with a loud crackling sound 
from the P.A. system. 

It was hard not to cry during the performance, 
if not because it was truly very moving, then 
because the man in front of you kept blowing 
smoke in your eyes.

The Encroaching 
‘Madness Machine’

Disarmament, Amchitka, Senator Albert Gore, 
Mike Hackard, SMC and Vietnam Vets against the 
War; November 6, Council for a Livable World, 
Student Strike; a crescendo of protest from many 
directions attempting to motivate the many 
publics of America and gaining a subdued response 
in terms of past experiences. But there are new 
responses, new faces and the evolution of protest 
against madness is expressed in 1971 in the many 
independent, small movements that demand to be 
heard-in the courts, in the streets, in 
Congressional hearings, international bodies and in 
the minds of the 1971 publics. 

Council for a Livable World, an organization 
formed in 1962 by Leo Szialard, a nuclear 
physicist who had been deeply involved in the 
Manhatten project during World War II years, is 
supported and funded by scientists, scholars and 
professional people dedicated to working for 
military disarmament. 

The organization functions as a lobbying group 
to block the present course of the arms race and 
redirect foreign policy, and has become involved in 
supporting peace candidates in the U.S. Senate 
Former Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee, a

Two mock military graveyards 
were constructed on the 
Sacramento State campus 
yesterday in an effort to display 
the absurd tragedy of continuing 
the war in Southeast Asia. 

Symbolizing GIs killed in 
action in the war in Southeast 
Asia, the cemeteries were 
designed to coincide with this 
week’s national action against 
the war. Student inaction 
concerning the war was stabbed 
by a sign inside one of the 
graveyards located on _ the 
Esplanade that proclaimed, 
“Your apathy kills Americans 
and Asians.” 

A second burial ground on the 
quad stood as a tragic reminder 
of the weekly casualty counts 
still being received from 
Vietnam. Coordinators of the 
project expressed hope that the 
display would help to increase

student awareness of the 
necessity for peace. 

Demonstrations against the 
war will continue throughout 
the week culminating in a mass 
march and rally in San Francisco 
and 15 major U.S. cities 
Saturday, November 6. An 
anti-war sally is scheduled 
today af noon in the quad at 
Sacramento State. 

Anti-war organizers stress that 
it is important to continue 
opposition to the war since 
Nixon has been attempting to 
neutralize the war as an issue 
with his “perpetual presence 
policy’’ disguised as 
“Vietnamization.” Spokesmen 


for the Student Mobilization 
Committee urge students to stop 
by their information table in 
front of the cafeteria and find 
out what is happening in the 
anti-war movement. 
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member who suffered the consequences of vocal 
opposition to Nixon administration policies, was a 
prime target of Agnewism in 1970. Gore was 
defeated by Republican Senator Brock last 
November, but has continued to speak out, and is 
now lecturing at U. S. colleges and universities on 
behalf of the Council. He will be speaking at 
Sacramento State campus on Friday, November 5 
at 1:00. 

The most immediate issue with regard to 
blocking the Madness Machine is, of course, the 
Canniken blast scheduled for this week on 
Amchitka Island in Alaska. In spite of 
international protest from governments and citizen 
groups, the Nixon administration insists the blast 
is necessary to insure “national defense”’. 

Such statements and acts repeatedly 
demonstrate the arrogance of U.S. decision-makers 
who deign that our inherent right to “defense” 
supercedes the interests of the rest of the globe, 
regardless of the consequences. A new element of 
concern to the environmentalist and citizen groups 
protesting the blast, was brought out yesterday by 
ASSSC President Mike Hackard, at a press 
conference on behalf of the National Student 
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Leaders Task Force on Disarmament. Hackard 
pointed out a little discussed risk, nerve gas 
leakage, could have catastrophic consequences. It 
is believed thousands of tons of war gas (mustard 
and Lewisite) were dumped off Amchetka and 
Shemya Islands after World War II, and an 
explosion of the Canniken magnitude could 
precipitate eqrthquakes or tidal waves and 
consequent disturbance of these dormant gasses. 

A secret public study of the possible 
environmental consequences of the blast is being 
held by the Justice Department who maintain that 
under the “executive privilege” concept Nixon 
does not have to release the documents. The 
current court battle now reaching the U.S. 
Supreme Court demands, among other things, that 
the government study be made public. 

Sacramento peace groups are asking that a 
telegram be sent to President Nixon demanding 
that he cancel the nuclear test at Amchitka, 
(public opinion message is only $1.25 for 15 
words). Senator Mike Gravel from Alaska said that 
the blast is ready to go off Thursday, Nov. 4th 
Sacramento Draft & G.I. Help are organizing local 
actions and invite anyone interested to contact the 
center at 447-9726.

Today, we exist in a megacosm where everybody and everything 
existing on this planet has a nomenclature to be recognized as, with 
or by. 

We, who have Spanish surnames are are chiefly bi-cultural and 
bi-lingual must bear the burden of being labeled. There is no habit 
possible enabling us to ascertain a simple solution to this problem 
nor any route we can truck to avoid being branded. | state this fact 
because the majority of us stick out like sore thumbs in our present 
white excess society. 

Unlike the white European, who migrates to the United States 
and completely surrenders his native culture and language through 
assimilation into the mainstream of America, we cannot do this; it 
will not work. 

This American dilemma has bequeather upon us a series of names 
we have been forced to accept.

Con such a large seleccion of 
nombres from which to choose LA RAZA is suffering from an 
identity crisis which is causando friction between 3 large segments; 
the MEXICAN, the MEXICAN-AMERICAN, and the CHICANO. 
This friction does not always occur among these 3 groups porque 
their philosophies over shadow each other y there has never been a 
clear “strict-constructionist” definitior of the “‘name-tags.” 

Occasionally the philosophies are the same, but the nombres 
selected differ due to the confusion y social status-nothing more. 

Without further delay, I would like now to present my personal 
definition s of our 3 clusters. 

MEXICAN= 

Born in MEXICO 

holds his citizenship from MEXICO 

owes his allegiance to MEXICO 

in case of war between ESTADOS UNIDOS Y MEXICO he would 


fight and die for MEXICO 

usually does not like the AMERICAN culture 

would never try to completely detach himself from his native 
language y cultura 

looks down upon the CHICANO and usually despises the

always remembers he is in America now and not Mexico 

looks down on the Mexican y hates the Chicano for making him feel 
guilty. 

CHICANO= 

can be a MEXICAN, AMERICAN, or MEXICAN-AMERICAN if 

he believes in the CHICANO self-help philosophy 

if he isa MEXICAN, then he is living in the ESTADOS UNIDOS and 
has devoted his life to helping LA RAZA in the ESTADOS UNIDOS 
and is of MEXICAN DESCENT 

realizes that acculturation does not work 

is demanding that LA RAZA have the right to live in a bi-cultural 
bi-lingual society 

if he is MEXICAN-AMERICAN, then he has just awakened to a new 
pride in a lost culture y es experiencing a renaissance of the 
MEXICAN culture and SPANISH language. 

if he is one or more of any of the 3 categories listed, then he believes 
that LA RAZA umbrellas all SPANISH speaking cultures such as the 
SOUTH AMERICAN, PUERTO RICAN, ETC, presently existing in 
the ESTADOS UNIDOS and suffering from the racist practices of 
the white society. 

It should be kept in mind that these definitions are not 
WEBSTER’S. They do not apply to each and every case, although 
the easiest method to identify a person’s label is to ask him y he will 
tell you.

A person would have to be almost hoplessly naive to swallow 
claptrap like “The Hellstrom Chronicle,” but it is presented with 
such a grim, earnest poker face that I can’t help reaching the 
unpleasant con.usion that someone, somewhere, has taken it very 
seriously indeed. 

It is important to note at once that except when it comments 
directly on the habits of insects, “The Hellstrom Chronicle” is 
fiction from beginning to end—from the character of Nils Hellstrom 
(who supposedly is some sort of Ph. D. and collaborated on the 
production with David L. Wolper, and is in reality the creation of 
writer David Seltzer, portrayed by actor Lawrence Pressman) to the 
alleged conflict for domination of the earth between man and the 
insect world. 

David Seltzer has an irrational school girl’s horror of insects, mixed 
with a gaga infatuation over their functional efficiency-it is this 
conflict between attitudes that Seltzer mistakes for scientific 
detachment. In the early scenes it is the horror that is allowed to 
dominate “Hellstrom’s” narration (the name Hellstrom is spelled 
with two I's for the benefit of the more dull-witted who might not 
catch on to the symbolism on their own). Seltzer portrays insects as 
merciless, inexorable weapons of diabolical destruction, serving no 
ecological purpose, but existing in a sort of vacuum, affecting 
nothing except what they deliberately destroy. 

Proceeding from this base, it is easy to accept it when Seltzer 
characterized carnivorous plants, like the venus fly-trap, as “‘nature’s 
weapons of revenge.” The implication behind the image of nature 
“revenging” itself against the insect is absurdly clear, and Seltzer 
begins to overplay his hand. 


If you happened to see “Escape from the Planet of the Apes” when 
it played in Sacramento, you probably sat through a 1967 picture 
called “‘Battle Beneath the Earth”. This picture opened with a 
scientist who is arrested and thrown in the loony tank when he is 
found on a Las Vegas sidewalk with his ear pressed to the ground, 
muttering, ‘““They’re down there, digging ali around.” Then it was 
good for a sick little laugh, but now, so help me, we have Lawrence 
Pressman in‘‘Hellstrom Chronicle” saying, “Unless someone listens 
to me, and soon, our species may pass out of existence, and never 
know the reason why.” Now all of a sudden we’re supposed to take 
it seriously, this repent-the-end-is-nigh sermonizing over the human 
race. Needless to say, this Nils Hellstrom becomes a silly paranoid 
bore in quite a hurry~if he really existed, it would be easy to believe 
that his obsession has cost him several friends. 

Insects were the first complex life form on earth, and “Hellstrom 
Chronicle” is probably correct when it says that the insects are going 
to survive every other fori of life on the world today. But it is a far 
cry from this to the desperate, hysterical warfare Seltzer envisions 
for the sake of dramatic effect. Seltzer has taken the pose of a 
scientist to give his immature ruminations about bugs the ring of 
clinical fact. 


In a blizzard of unrecyclable 
paper, Mini-STRAP-~an 
on-campus recycling drive—has 
begun.

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But Seltzer isn’t a very good writer, and he gives himself away. He 
has Hellstrom say that not only does the insect have no mind—but 
he has no soul (Heaven help us, the unnatural insect is also a godless 
atheist.) He can’t resist saying that insects are actually evil. He 
doesn’t tell us that driver ants--countiess millions of them—march 
relentlessly across continents every few years foraging for food to 
sustain their nearly-infinite population. To hear him tell it, one 
would think they do it just for the sheer joy of chewing up South 
American peasants 

At the same time, as I said, Seltzer has a morbid fascination with 
the insect’s efficiency that is even less scientific that his terror of 
them. In Howard Hawk’s “The Thing’ of twenty years ago, the 
professor-antagonist, referring to the extra terrestrial invader, says, 
“No emotions, no sexual desires, no senseless behavior, no irrational 
thought. Our superior in every way.” When the old boy said this, it 
was our cue to see that he had finally cracked, and that he was 
becoming potentially very dangerous. 

In “Hellstrom” it is precisely this, in several different ways, that 
Seltzer tells us over and over again. The insects have us over a barrell, 
he says, it’s all over but the shouting. It doesn’t hold water, of 
course, because saying insects are superior to men is like saying 
oranges are better than apples because they have more citric acid in 
them. Insects are better equipped for a kiud of survival that mankind 
has no use for. 

I may be making a great deal out of nothing, because it i< ‘lett that 
few if any of the reviews I have read on “Hellstrom chrom have 
shown any tendency to believe Seltzer’s panicky narration. They all 


- single out for praise the extensive micorphotography and the editing. 


The photography is good, but, except for some astounding slow 
motion shots of insects in flight, there is nothing that can’t be done 
with a good Super-8 home movie camera. Besides, I think 
emphasizing the photography and dismissing the script in “‘Hellstrom 
Chronicle” is missing the point, and ignoring exactly whai is worth 
remembering about the film—even if it is a negative point. 

“Hellstrom Chronicle” could not trust itself to be an honest, 
competent documentary on the communal life of various insects. 
Instead it tries to draw untenable parallels to the kuman race, in the 
form of a war-for-supremacy that in actuality is not taking place, 
and never has been. Seltzer seems to be saying that unless we stop 
abusing the earth, and unless we open our eyes and look around us, 
the bugs are going to take the world away from us. His whole basic 
premise is so hysterically illogical that it only takes a couple of steps 
to reach an absurd extreme.

The B. F. Hastings Building is 
one of the last of Sacramento's 
old-timers and a central 
attraction in the historic 
restoration project. As one of 
the city’s first banks, it was an 
influential leader in promoting 
civic progress. During the 1850's 
the State Supreme Court resided 
in its upper floors, and two 
pioneers of California 
telegraphy-Alta and California 
State—consolidated in the 
Hastings around 1860. It was the 
first Western terminus of the 
romantic and short-lived Pony 
Express. Altogether, the 
building’s walls enfold a living 
heritage, of national, as well as 
state, significance. This 
recognition became public in 


1965 when the Hastings was 
designated a National Historic 
Landmark, and became the only 


single building in Old 
Sacramento to attain such 
status 

loday the Hastings is 


threatened with a new kind of 
attention, which could mean its 
destruction. Owned by the State 
of California, State bonds have 
already funded its restoration 
costs, and this year’s legisiature 
appropriated money to begin 
working plans. The crisis arose 
when a new Director of General 
Serivces discovered that the 
State could save $65,000 by 


reconstructing, instead of 
restoring, the Hastings. Projected 
figures either way—$396,000

versus $461,900-are beyond 
most of our economic visions 
and only become real in light of 
the comparative values at stake. 
The difference basically means 
that the State could decide to 
demolish the Hastings and build 
a replica, instead of solidifying 
the existing structure as 
promised, If this happens, funds 
which are now available will 
return to State machinery to be 
dispensed anew, and will 
probably be lost to Sacramento 
benefit. In addition, 
Assemblyman Z’berg points out, 
“.. funds are available for 
restoration but cannot be used 
to build a new replica.” Even 
reconstruction would be 
suspended until a new legislative 
decision was made, and this 
could cause development of the 
Hastings to lag far behind other 
progress in the Old Sacramento 
project. 

It is also worth noting that, if 
we look beyond the immediate 
economic picture, B.F. Hastings 
should more than repay its 
costly face-lifting. As a living 
testimony to some of the most 
dramatic episodes in Western 
history, set in the capitol city of 
our leading state, Old 
Sacramento will attract many 
visitors in years to come And 
success here is highiy dependent 
on providing authentic residents 
from a living past. Jin iley, 
Director of the Historic 
Landmarks Commission, notes 
that most “people would go a 
long way to see a _ restored 
building or an existing historic 
structure, but wouldn’t go

Hornets down St. Mary’s 38 -2I

Coach Ray Clemons took his 
fired up Hornet football team to 
his old alma mater in Moraga last 
Saturday afternoon and returned 
with a 38-21 win over the Saint 
Mary’s Gaels under his belt. The 
win over the Gaels gave the 
Hornets a 3-3-1 seasonal record, 
and proved to be a fine tune-up 
for their up-coming Saturday 
night tilt with the powerful 
Humboldt State Lumberjacks. 

Fourth string reserve 
quarterback Pete Scorza, taking 
over for a host of injured Hornet 
signal callers, came through in 
fine fashion, piloting the 
Hornets to 451 total yards. 
Scorza completed 7 of 12 passes 


for 189 yards and two 
touchdowns, in his first full 
game of the season at the helm. 

The Hornets hit the 


scoreboard first on the second 
play of the second quarter when 
Scorza hit end Tom Jones with 
an explosive 80-yard bomb. 
Jones zeroed in on the bomb at 
the Saint Mary’s 40 yard line in 
full stride and raced uncontested 
into the end zone. 

Seconds later the Gaels came 
storming back with sophomore 
Jim Datrice sprinting 95 yards

Hornet 
defensive back Rich Minnick 
blocked the extra point attempt 
to preserve a slim Hornet margin 
of 7-6 

The margin didn’t last too 
long as minutes later Randy 
Nelson intercepted a Scorza pass 
in the end zone that set up a 
one-play touchdown for the 
Gaels 

It was Datrice again as the 
180-pounder jitterbugged for 80
